First  word  of  Cuban  President  Batista  being  overthrown  was 
received  by  NBC  News  in  New  York  and  then  circulated  to  other  news 

media. 


A  telephone  call  from  NBC  News  Correspondent  Ed  Scott  in 
Havana  flashed  the  news  at  5:08  a.m.,  EST,  yesterday  (Jan.  l)  and  was 
immediately  put  on  the  air  and  telephoned  to  wire  services.  Scott's 
work  gave  NBC  a  35-minute  break  on  the  story. 

At  the  time,  Scott's  telephone  wire  was  the  only  direct 
contact  with  the  Cuban  capital.  Radio  circuits  were  not  operating  and 
telephone  calls  were  not  getting  into  Havana. 

Throughout  the  early  hours  of  the  revolutionary  coup,  Scott's 
information  was  fed  to  NBC  listeners  and  used  also  by  the  news 


services . 

The  telephone  line  has  been  maintained  uninterruptedly  to 


Scott's  room  in  the  Hotel  Sevilla  Biltmore  except  for  a  few  hours  last 

night  to  let  the  NBC  Newsman  get  some  sleep. 

Also  on  the  scene  and  supplying  reports  for  broadcast 
throughout  yesterday  and  today  are  NBC  Correspondent  Herb  Kaplow  and 
Cameraman  Bob  Blair.

One,  at  7:25  p.m.,  EST,  featured  reports  from  Miami  and  Jacksonville, 
Fla.,  and  an  interview  in  Washington  with  Ernesto  Betancourt,  a  Castro 
representative.  NBC's  Martin  Agronsky  conducted  the  interview.  Leif 
Eid  also  gave  a  report  on  the  State  Department's  reaction  to  the 
change  in  Cuban  government. 

The  second  TV  special,  at  11:01  p.m.,  EST,  featured  film 
from  Havana  and  further  pickups  from  Miami  and  Jacksonville. 

Three  TV  bulletins  were  also  presented  during  the  day. 

The  "Today"  show  over  the  NBC -TV  Network  devoted  about  a 
third  of  its  two-hour  programming  yesterday  and  this  morning  to  the 
Cuban  situation. 

"Today"  had  a  live  picture  this  morning  originating  from 
Station  CMQ-TV  in  Havana,  with  a  Cuban  news  commentator  presenting  a 
report. 

Film  coverage  of  the  arrival  of  Batista  family  members  in 
Jacksonville  has  also  been  shown  on  "Today."  Also  featured  was 
another  interview  between  Reporter  Frank  McGee  and  Cuban  agent 
Betancourt .

SEVEN  YEARS  OP  ACHIEVEMENT  TALLIED  UP  BY  1  TODAY 1 

Anniversary  to  Be  Observed  on  Jan.  14  Telecast 
of  NBC-TV  Network* s  Early  Morning  Series 

A  total  of  5*500  early  morning  TV  hours  have  ticked  away 
since  Dave  Garroway  first  looked  out  across  American  breakfast  tables 
to  say.,  "This  is  ‘Today,*  January  14,  1952," 

Seven  years  ago,  "Today, "  the  National  Broadcasting 
Company's  startling  new  conception  in  early  daytime  telecasting, 
promised  to  do  what  no  other  TV  show  had  done  before:  provide  a 
complete  daily  illustrated  journal  for  viewers  in  a  thought-provoking 
manner. 

The  idea  was  met  by  some  critics  pessimistically  with  such 
words  and  phrases  as .spectacular  gamble... the  television  people 
are  pushing  things  too  far... just  waste... the  only  safe  course  Is  to 
hedge  all  bets  on  its  future." 

Confident  in  its  obvious  success,  the  "Today"  staff  sails 
into  the  eighth  year  on  Jan.  14,  1959  with  a  big,  warm  collective 
smile  under  the  leadership  of  Garroway  whose  bow-tie,  horn-rimmed 
glasses  and  raised-hand  salute  of  "Peace] "  have  become  household 
symbols  across  the  nation. 

For  its  seventh  anniversary  show  on  Wednesday,  Jan,  14, 
"Today"  (NBC-TV  Network,  Monday  through  Friday,  7-9  a.m.,  EST)  has

invited  10  top  authorities  in  various  fields  (list  of  guests  to  be 
announced  shortly)  to  comment  on  America’s  future.  As  spokesmen  for 
science,  arts  and  letters,  fashion,  food,  humor,  religion,  architec¬ 
ture,  medicine,  government  and  education,  they  will  be  asked:  "On 
the  basis  of  what  has  happened  this  past  year,  where  are  we  now  and 
where  are  we  going? " 

There  have  been  changes  in  the  84-month  life  of  the  show, 
but  as  Garroway  says:  '^Change  like  each  ’today*  becoming  a  tomorrow 
is  inevitable  and  healthy.  We  grow  through  change,  and  we  stand  a 
better  chance  of  retaining  freshness." 

Notable  among  the  changes  was  a  shift  in  studios  in 
July,  1958  from  the  windowed  showcase  at  the  RCA  Exhibition  Hall  on 
49th  Street,  New  York,  into  the  present  more-spacious  studio,  3-B  in 
the  RCA  Building,  which  allows  more  room  for  producing  features, 
entertainment  and  commercials. 

The  cast  supporting  Garroway  has,  considering  the  comings 
and  goings  in  television,  remained  fairly  constant.  Sports  editor  and 
funster  Jack  Lescoulie  has  been  Dave’s  "right  hand"  from  the 
beginning.  News  editor  Frank  Blair  joined  "Today"  in  1953*  Womens’ 
page  editors  have  included  Lee  Merriwether,  (former  Miss  America) 
vocalist  Helen  O’Connell  and  actress  Betsy  Palmer  as  well  as  dozens 
of  guest  "girls-of-the-week. "  Charles  Van  Doren  joined  "Today"  in 
October,  1958*  as  a  features  editor. 

The  roster  of  personalities  and  special  events  on  "Today" 
over  the  seven  years  is  impressive  by  any  entertainment  standards.  To 
mention  only  a  few,  former  President  Truman  made  a  surprise  visit  to 
"Today’s"  49th  Street  windowed  studio  during  one  of  his  famous

morning  walks.  Vice  President  Nixon  has  been  a  frequent  studio  guest 
as  have  countless  governors,  leading  congressmen  and  top  ranking 
military  figures.  People  in  the  news  from  many  walks  of  life  have 
gotten  up  at  four  and  five  in  the  morning  to  discuss  their  lives  and 
activities  with  Garroway  for  the  nation’s  viewers. 

"Today”  has  traveled  across  the  country  during  Presidential 
conventions,  has  originated  from  nearly  every  major  city  in  the 
country.  It.  has  covered  events  that  occurred  overnight  with  news 
"beats"  such  as  the  sinking  of  the  Andrea  Doria,  the  sudden  death  of 
King  George  VI  in  1953,  and  the  dramatic  rescue  of  trapped  Nova 
Scotia  mine  workers  this  past  Fall.  "Today"  also  presented  this  past 
year  two  full-week  in-depth  reports,  one  of  teenage  problems,  "The 
Threshold  Years"  and  the  other  on  geriatrics,  "The  Golden  Years." 

Both  were  met  with  high  critical  praise. 

In  1952,  "Today"  went  on  the  air  with  a  27-station  network 
and  a  single  commercial.  Today,  there  are  140  stations  which  cover 
the  areas  of  97*5  per  cent  of  all  homes  with  TV  sets.  As  for 
commercials,  more  than  365  different  advertisers  have  bought  over 
8,300  commercial  announcements  since  the  program  began. 

As  one  trade  magazine  summed  up  the  "Today"  story:  "’Today1 
now  is  as  comfortable  and  nice  as  our  first  cup  of  coffee  in  the 
morning..."  Syndicated  columnist  John  Crosby  said  of  the  program  last 
year:  "Too  often,  TV  documentaries  are  tied  to  an  arbitrary  length 

of  time  like  an  hour  or  a  half  hour."  But  with  its  liquid  format  of 
two  hours,  he  noted  that  "Today"  gives  news  features  flexibility. 
Crosby  added:  "They  delight  in  the  offbeat  that  nobody  else  has 
thought  of . "

NBC  TELEVISION  NETWORK  ABANDONS  SO-CALLED  ‘MUST-BUY1  POLICY 
GOVERNING  ACCEPTABILITY  OF  ORDERS  FOR  TIME 

Abandonment  of  the  so-called  "must-buy"  policy  governing 
the  acceptability  of  orders  for  time  on  the  NBC  Television  Network  was 
announced  today  by  the  National  Broadcasting  Company. 

Henceforth  each  purchase  will  be  subject  to  the  network's 
approval  of  the  station  lineup  ordered  by  the  advertiser  so  that  NBC 
can  serve  the  public  interest  by  making  its  programs  available  to  a 
national  audience  and  maintaining  its  function  as  an  effective 
national  advertising  medium. 

As  a  guide  to  the  acceptability  of  lineups,  NBC  is  notify¬ 
ing  advertisers  that  their  orders  for  network  option  time  periods 
will  be  deemed  acceptable  if  they  include  stations  with  hourly  network 
rates  totaling  at  least  $95*000  in  Class  A  time  periods,  or  stations 
with  Class  C  hourly  network  rates  totaling  $42,500  or  more  for  periods 
in  which  those  rates  apply.  These  amounts  are  respectively  7^.6$  of 
the  present  Class  A  rate  and  66.8$  of  the  present  Class  C  rate  for 
the  full  NBC  network  of  207  stations  in  the  continental  U.  S. 

Orders  for  smaller  lineups  are  not  necessarily  unacceptable, 
but  will  be  subject  to  individual  approval  by  NBC  management,  which 
will  take  into  account  the  practical  needs  of  national  advertisers 
with  unusual  marketing  problems.  In  addition  to  lineup  acceptability,

orders  will  continue  to  be  subject  to  acceptance  on  the  basis  of 
program  and  advertising  suitability  and  other  public -interest 
considerations. 

In  keeping  with  the  new  policy,  all  NBC  Television  Network 
stations  will  be  listed  in  the  Hate  Guide  without  designation  as 
"basic11  or  "optional." 

The  "must-buy"  policy,  which  was  in  effect  almost  from  the 
inception  of  the  NBC  Television  Network,  required  orders  for  network 
option  time  to  include  at  least  those  stations  listed  in  the  NBC-TV 
Hate  Guide  as  basic  stations.  As  of  Jan.  1,  1959,  there  were  57 
basic  stations  on  the  network,  situated  in  the  most  important  markets 
and  distributing  centers  and  providing  the  basic  national  coverage 
desired  and  needed  by  advertisers  using  television  network  facilities 
In  practice,  the  station  lineups  ordered  by  NBC  advertisers  far 
exceed  the  basic  station  list. 

The  superseded  "must-buy"  policy  has  been  questioned  in 
hearings  before  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  and  in  reports 
of  various  Congressional  Committees.  In  testifying  on  the  subject  in 
March,  1950,  Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  NBC,  said 
that  substitution  of  a  minimum  purchase  requirement  for  the  "must-buy 
policy,  as  recommended  by  the  FCC  Network  Study  Staff,  would  not 
raise  any  major  problem  in  NBC's  network  operation. 

In  commenting  on  the  new  policy,  V/ alter  D.  Scott,  NBC's 
Vice  President  in  charge  of  Television  Network  Sales,  said:  "The 
general  benchmarks  established  for  lineup  acceptability  will  provide 
television  network  advertisers  with  substantial  flexibility  in 
selection  of  NBC  network  stations,  while  maintaining  the  use  of  the 
network  as  a  national  medium.

"NBC-TV  advertisers  have  been  ordering  lineups  considerably 
in  excess  of  these  benchmarks.  We  are  confident  that  they  will 
continue  to  do  so,  in  order  to  obtain  optimum  efficiency  in  terms  of 
national  coverage  and  penetration." 

Mr,  Scott  pointed  out  that  without  exception,  current 
orders  for  nighttime  lineups  in  option  time  periods  range  well  above 
$100,000  in  Class  A  hourly  rates,  and  the  typical  daytime  orders  are 
above  $42,500  in  Class  C  hourly  rates.

- *  NBC  KALEIDOSCOPE’  TO  EXAMINE  ’THE  WONDERFUL  ATOM’ - 

Full-Hour  Program  Will  Report  on  Newly-Opened  Vistas 
In  Nuclear  Research  at  Brookhaven  Laboratories 

NBC  News  will  present  its  third  telecast  in  the  "NBC 
Kaleidoscope'  series  --  "The  Wonderful  Atom,"  a  detailed  report  on 
the  new  vistas  in  nuclear  research  being  opened  up  at  the  Brookhaven 
National  Laboratories  on  Long  Island,  N.  Y.  "The  Wonderful  Atom" 
will  be  telecast  on  the  NBC-TV  Network,  Sunday,  Jan,  25  (5-6  p.m., 
EST). 

The  scientists  at  Brookhaven  are  primarily  engaged  in  "pure 
research"  of  a  non-military  nature  --  delving  into  such  new  areas  as 
nuclear  medicine,  the  effect  of  cosmic  rays  on  animal  life,  and  plant 
tumor  development  caused  by  exposure  to  radiation. 

An  NBC  News  team  has  spent  six  weeks  at  Brookhaven  preparing 
this  first  definitive  television  report  on  up-to-the-minute  develop¬ 
ments  in  America’s  nuclear  research  program. 

The  telecast  will  show  Brookhaven’ s  new  hospital  --  the 
world’s  first  hospital  devoted  solely  to  nuclear  medicine.  Dramatic 
films  will  be  shown  of  a  brain  cancer  patient  being  lowered  into  a 
giant  nuclear  reactor,  where  exploding  atoms  attack  the  cancer.

Another  feature  will  be  first  films  of  what  will  be  the 
world’s  largest  atom  smasher,  the  giant  Synchrotron.  This  massive 
structure,  a  circular  tunnel  18  feet  wide,  18  feet  high  and  one -half 
mile  in  circumference,  was  filmed  by  a  camera  placed  on  a  temporary 
structure  aboard  the  giant  crane  which  carries  material  through  the 
Synchrotron. 

The  effect  of  cosmic  rays  on  animal  life  --  a  vital  factor 
in  the  space  age  --  is  being  studied  by  experiments  with  white  mice 
in  the  huge  Cyclotron,  which  is  the  smallest  of  Brookhaven’s  three 
atom  smashers. 

Plant  research  is  conducted  in  the  "gamma  greenhouse"  and 
outdoor  "gamma  garden"  where  plants  are  placed  in  concentric  circles 
around  a  piece  of  radioactive  cobalt.  Scientists  study  the  mutations 
and  tumor  formations  caused  by  exposure  to  radiation  for  clues  to  the 
effect  of  this  radiation  on  living  cells. 

NBC  News  commentator  Chet  Huntley  interviews  several  doctors 
involved  in  key  projects  at  Brookhaven,  including  the  director  of 
admissions.  Dr.  Robert  Anderson.

NBC  NEWSMAN  ST.  GEORGE  GIVES  EXCLUSIVE  REPORT  THAT  INTERVENTION 
OF  ROMAN  CATHOLIC  CHURCH  LED  DIRECTLY  TO  END  OF  CUBAN  CIVIL  WAR 

NBC  Newsman  Andrew  St.  George,  just  returned  to  New  York 
from  covering  the  rebel  forces  in  Cuba,  reported  exclusively  this 
morning  that  the  intervention  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  was  di¬ 
rectly  responsible  for  ending  the  bloody  Cuban  civil  war  and  effect¬ 
ing  the  changeover  from  the  Batista  regime  to  that  of  the  Castro 
insurgents . 

St.  George,  reporting  on  the  NBC-TV  Network’s  "Today"  show, 
said  that  he  was  asked  by  Castro  late  in  November  to  interview  the 
government  field  commander  in  Oriente,  Major  General  Eulogio  Cantillo, 
and  arrange  a  meeting  so  that  the  rebels  and  the  government  army 
could  come  to  terms . 

St.  George  refused  to  assume  the  role  of  a  rebel  diplomatic 
agent,  but  transmitted  Castro’s  request  to  the  U.  S.  State  Department 
early  in  December.  The  United  States  failure  to  extend  its  "good 
offices"  to  the  rebels,  reported  St.  George,  led  Castro  to  turn  then 
to  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

A  Jesuit  father,  Francisco  D.  Guzman,  approached  Cantillo, 
who  expressed  his  willingness  to  make  a  deal  with  the  rebel  leader. 

A  conference  was  held,  reported  St.  George,  and  Batista’s  own 
generals  applied  the  pressure  that  toppled  his  regime  and  persuaded 
him  to  flee  Cuba.  Cantillo  then  took  over  and  invited  Castro  and 
Urrutia  to  come  in.

Dr.  Charles  Cameron,  dean  of  the  Hahnemann  Medical  School  of 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  win  act  as  medical  authority  on  the 
panel  on  each  program.  The  former  medical  director  of  the  American 
Cancer  Society,  Dr.  Cameron  is  the  author  of  the  book  "The  Truth  About 
Cancer"  published  by  Prentice-Hall. 

The  other  members  of  the  panel  will  be  artists,  two  or  three 
of  whom  will  appear  on  each  program,  to  assist  Dr.  Cameron  in  devis¬ 
ing  methods  for  teaching  the  public  the  proper  attitudes  toward 
cancer.  Each  program  in  the  series  will  deal  with  the  "problem 
attitudes"  surrounding  different  kinds  of  cancer.  In  advance  of  each 
program  the  artists  will  be  given  facts  which  physicians  want  to 
teach  the  public  for  its  own  protection.  These  experts  will  use  their 
skills  to  aid  the  doctors  in  telling  the  cancer  story  in  attention- 
getting  form. 

For  instance,  in  a  discussion  of  such  attitudes  as:  "Once 
you»ve  got  cancer,  nothing  can  be  done"  or  "1*11  see  my  doctor  later" 
or  "It  can’t  happen  to  me,"  the  cartoonist  might  produce  drawings  to 
caricature  the  wrong-headedness  of  such  people,  the  dancer  could 
demonstrate  by  body  movements  the  folly  of  such  attitudes,  and  the 
composer  might  offer  catchy  tunes  with  lyrics  summing  up  inherent 
dangers  of  ignoring  facts. 

Some  of  the  topics  to  be  discussed  on  "Tactic"  include  the 
realities  of  cancer:  its  nature  and  its  behavior,  the  seven  warning

symptoms ,  the  chances  for  a  cure  and  what  sound  medical  treatment 
involves.  Cancer  of  various  kinds  (including  cervical,  breast  and 
intestinal)  and  the  methods  for  detection  of  each  type  will  be 
described.  The  public  also  will  be  alerted  to  facts  about  the 
incidence  of  cancer  in  men,  in  order  to  enable  men  to  make  a  realistic 
self-appraisal. 

As  a  final  goal,  the  series  will  develop  a  realistic  evalua¬ 
tion  of  the  progress  in  cancer  research  and  will  discuss  what 
constitutes  the  desirable  environment  for  research. 

"Tactic"  will  be  produced  by  Marilyn  Kaemmerle,  directed 
by  Lynwood  King  and  written  by  George  Lefferts  and  Earl  Hamner. 

The  project  is  under  the  over-all  supervision  of  Edward 
Stanley,  NBC  Director  of  Public  Affairs,  and  Malcolm  MacGregor, 
executive  producer.

The 
chief  innovation  will  be  the  use  of  historic  stills  rather  than  news 
film  footage.  Though  each  individual  picture  will  remain  motionless, 
the  effect  achieved  will  be  one  of  movement  from  one  image  to  the 
next  with  cumulative  sense  of  action  and  progression.

POUR-WEEK  DOCUMENTED  'IMAGE  RUSSIA'  SERIES  STARTING  JAN.  21 
WILL  EMBODY  NEW  PROGRAMMING  CONCEPT  OP  NBC  RADIO  NETWORK 

Headline  Participants  in  First  of  'NBC  Image  Series" 

Scheduled  Monday  Through  Thursday  Evenings 

"Image  Russia, "  embodying  a  new  programming  concept  of  the 
NBC  Radio  Network,  will  present  "the  greatest  single  pool  of  knowledge 
about  Russia  ever  assembled  in  broadcasting  history,"  Matthew  J. 
Culligan,  Executive  Vice  President  in  charge  of  the  NBC  Radio  Network, 
said  today  in  announcing  details  about  the  study-in-depth  of  all 
aspects  of  the  Soviet  Union. 

The  program,  which  will  continue  for  four  weeks,  starts 
Wednesday,  Jan.  21.  On  that  date  and  on  Thursday,  Jan,  22,  the  pro¬ 
gram  time  is  8:30-10  p.m. ,  EST.  Thereafter  the  series  will  be  broad¬ 
cast  Mondays  through  Thursdays,  8:35-10  p.m.,  EST. 

"Image  Russia"  is  the  first  in  the  "NBC  Image  Series" 
produced  under  the  direction  of  A1  Capstaff,  Director  of  NBC  Radio 
Network  Programs.  The  objective  of  these  documented  radio  programs 
is  to  explore  important  subjects  on  a  scale  never  before  done  by  the 
broadcasting  industry. 

Mr.  Culligan  pointed  out  that  "Image  Russia"  will  make  use 
of  the  global  resources  of  NBC  Radio,  NBC  News  and  the  NBC  Public 
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Affairs  Department.  Bob  Considine,  noted  columnist  and  commentator, 
will  be  the  on-the-air  authenticator  who  will  assess  the  varying 
points  of  view  expressed  by  the  participants  and  will  present  them  in 
proper  perspective. 

"’Image  Russia’  poses  a  challenge  as  vast  and  complex  as 
its  subject, "  Mr.  Culligan  said.  "It  is  the  NBC  Radio  Network's 
intention  to  capture  the  'mind  and  heart’  of  Russia  in  sound  and  to 
translate  it  into  terms  understandable  by  Americans.  Many  of  the 
foremost  experts  in  the  field  of  Soviet  affairs  have  cooperated  in 
creating  an  accurate  image  of  Russia  and  Communism. " 

Among  participants  are:  Mrs.  Eleanor  Roosevelt;  Justice 
William  0.  Douglas  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court;  Clement  Attlee, 
former  British  prime  minister;  Senator  Hubert  Humphrey  of  Minnesota; 
John  Gates,  former  editor  of  the  New  York  Communist  newspaper,  The 
Daily  Worker;  Howard  Past,  who  was  awarded  a  Stalin  Peace  Prize  for 
literature  and  later  rejected  Communism;  Earl  Browder,  former 
secretary  of  the  Communist  Party  in  the  United  States;  Harrison 
Salisbury,  Pulitzer  Prize -winning  former  Moscow  correspondent  of  the 
New  York  Times;  Ulanova,  premiere  danseuse  of  the  Bolshoi  Ballet; 
Soviet  Ambassador  Mikhail  Menshikov;  industrialist  Cyrus  Eaton;  Eddy 
Gilmore,  former  Associated  Press  correspondent  in  Moscow;  Professor 
Harold  J.  Berman  of  Harvard  Law  School;  John  Fischer,  editor  of 
Harpers'  Magazine;  and  NBC-TV  and  NBC  Radio  Network  personality

Details  of  the  intensive  preparation  for  the  program  were 
explained  by  Mr.  Capstaff.

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NBC  YEAR- END  REPORT 

FOR  RELEASE  MONDAY,  A.M.,  JAN.  19,  1959 

The  National  Broadcasting  Company  in  1958  led  all  television 
networks  in  dollars  gained  in  gross  billings,  boosted  its  profits, 
provided  the  greatest  effective  national  TV  coverage  and  opened  new 
frontiers  of  public  service,  it  was  announced  today  by  Robert  W. 
Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the  Board,  and  Robert  E.  Kintner,  President, 

In  a  year-end  review  of  company  activities,  Mr.  Sarnoff  and 
Mr.  Kintner  reported  that  NBC,  as  the  first  commercial  network  to  use 
its  facilities  for  educational  television,  significantly  expanded  its 
efforts  in  this  field  in  1958.  NBC's  "Continental  Classroom,1' 
launched  in  October,  became  the  first  nation-wide  TV  course  for 
college  credit  and  marked  an  unprecedented,  dramatic  attempt  to  use 
television  in  repairing  the  nation's  critical  shortage  of  qualified 
science  teachers.  The  two-semester  course  in  Atomic  Age  Physics, 
telecast  five  days  a  week  on  149  stations,  is  being  offered  for 
credit  in  250  colleges  and  universities  throughout  the  country, 

In  television,  NBC  advanced  lj !$  over  its  1957  sales  record, 
more  than  doubled  the  sales  volume  of  five  years  ago  and  entered  the 
fourth  quarter  leading  all  networks  in  sponsored  evening  time.  In 
radio,  NBC  scored  billings  gains  of  17$  to  strengthen  its  leadership 
while  other  radio  networks  announced  drastic  cutbacks.  By  December, 
NBC  Radio  accounted  for  46.6$  of  total  sponsored  time  on  the  three 
major  networks, 

(more ) 
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NBC,  the  industry's  leader  in  color  programming,  telecast  a 
record  high  of  664  hours  of  color  during  1958#  averaging  three  color 
programs  a  day.  In  1958,  a  record  total  of  73  advertisers  sponsored 
NBC  color  programs,  representing  one  out  of  every  three  clients, 
versus  one  out  of  every  five  in  1957. 

The  NBC  Television  Network  continued  its  policy  of  pre¬ 
senting  new  programs  designed  to  appeal  to  the  diverse  tastes  of  the 
viewing  audience.  Seventeen  new  nighttime  shows  premiered  in  the 
fall  of  1958.  Nearly  100  "Specials"  were  telecast  during  the  year, 
ranging  from  the  memorable  "Fred  Astaire  Show"  to  the  new,  im¬ 
aginatively  experimental  "Kaleidoscope"  series.  NBC  News,  through 
its  more  than  300  correspondents  here  and  abroad,  stepped  up  its 
coverage  of  world  events  by  20 %  over  1957.  NBC  again  led  all  other 
networks  in  sports  coverage,  telecasting  a  record  high  of  almost  300 
hours  of  the  nation's  top  sports  events.  NBC  programs  and  personali¬ 
ties  received  a  total  of  194  awards  during  the  year  to  lead  all  net¬ 
works  . 


TELEVISION  NETWORK 

NEWS  PROGRAMS 

NBC  increased  its  on-the-air  news  coverage  by  2Qffo  in  1958. 

Between  the  15-minute  Chet  Huntley-Dave  Brinkley  Report  and  the  news 

segments  of  the  "Today"  show,  the  network  presented  at  least  one  hour 

of  spot  news  every  weekday.  In  addition,  the  fall  season  found  NBC 

producing  television's  only  regular  weekly  news-in-depth  program, 

"Chet  Huntley  Reporting"  (formerly  "Outlook"),  as  well  as  a  stream  of 

such  news  specials  as  "Israel:  The  Next  Ten  Years,"  "A  Visit  With 

Chiang  Kai-Shek,"  "Soviet  Education,"  "The  Far  East:  A  Clear  Danger," 

"Man  Against  the  Senate,"  and  "Projection  '59." 

(more) 
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NBC  News  presented  swift  special  coverage  of  such  events  as 
the  death  of  Pope  Pius  XII,  the  coronation  of  Pope  John  XXIII,  the 
U,  S.  Air  Force's  first  moon  shot,  the  launching  of  the  earth  •  , 

satellites,  the  1958  election  returns.  Princess  Margaret's  Canadian 
visit  and  developments  in  the  desegregation  struggle.  During  the 
Middle  Eastern  crisis  provoked  by  the  Iraqi  revolution  in  July,  NBC 
took  the  lead  in  live  coverage  of  United  Nations  deliberations;  in  a 
four-day  period,  NBC-TV  pre-empted  29  regular  shows  to  present  almost 
19  hours  of  news  including  the  most  extensive  live  coverage  of  any 
unscheduled  event  in  television  history. 

In  mid-October,  and  at  year's  end,  NBC  brought  home  its 
foreign  correspondents  for  special  telecasts,  reviewing  important 
issues  of  the  year  and  projecting  events  to  come  in  1959. 

Pauline  Frederick,  NBC's  correspondent  to  the  United  Nations 
was  elected  President  of  the  United  Nations  Correspondents  Association 
--  the  first  woman  ever  to  hold  the  office, 

SPORTS 

NBC  again  led  all  other  networks  in  the  field  of  sports, 
offering  almost  300  hours  in  exclusive  telecasts  of  a  variety  of  the 
nation's  top  sports  attractions. 

Among  the  highlights  were  the  World  Series,  the  All-Star 
baseball  game,  a  Major  League  baseball  game  each  Saturday  of  the 
season,  a  college  football  "Game  of  the  Week"  that  included  the  Army- 
Navy  classic,  seven  post-season  games  --  the  Rose  Bowl,  Sugar  Bowl, 
Senior  Bowl,  East-West  Shrine  game,  Blue-Gray  game,  the  National 
Football  League  title  contest  and  the  Pro-Bowl  game  --  the  weekly 
"Gillette  Cavalcade  of  Sports"  boxing  series,  the  National  Golf  Open 

(more ) 
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Championship,  the  National  Singles  Tennis  Championship,  horse  racing 
from  leading  tracks,  a  college  and  professional  basketball  "Game  of 
the  Week,"  and  World* s  Invitational  Match-Game  Bowling  Championship. 
PUBLIC  AFFAIRS 

NBC  expanded  its  pioneering  projects  in  the  field  of  educa¬ 
tional  television  during  1958. 

"Continental  Classroom, "  the  first  nation-wide  television 
course  for  college  credit  was  conceived  by  NBC  Public  Affairs.  The 
two-semester  course  in  Atomic  Age  Physics  was  launched  in  October  and 
telecast  five  days  a  week  on  149  stations  with  250  colleges  and 
universities  offering  full  academic  credit. 

Described  by  Dr.  Alexander  Stoddard  of  the  Fund  for  the 
Advancement  of  Education  as  "the  most  significant  thing  ever  done  in 
American  education, "  "Continental  Classroom"  is  conducted  in  coopera¬ 
tion  with  the  American  Association  of  Colleges  for  Teacher  Education. 
Helping  to  meet  its  costs  are  the  Ford  Foundation  and  its  Fund  for  the 
Advancement  of  Education,  the  Bell  Telephone  System,  General  Foods 
Fund,  International  Business  Machines  Corp.,  Pittsburgh  Plate  Glass 
Foundation,  United  States  Steel  Corp.,  California  Oil  Co.  (Eastern 
Time  Zone),  The  California  Company  (Central  and  Mountain  Time  Zones), 
and  Standard  Oil  Co.  of  California  Western  Operations,  Inc.  (Pacific 
Time  Zone). 

By  the  end  of  1958,  the  network >s  educational  TV  project  -- 
produced  in  cooperation  with  the  Educational  Television  and  Radio 
Center  at  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.  --  had  provided  187  live  half-hour  pro¬ 
grams  to  the  nation's  educational  TV  stations.  Kinescopes  were  made 
available  for  delayed  broadcast  by  NBC  affiliates  in  communities 

(more ) 
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lacking  educational  TV  stations.  This  public  service  included  special 
series  on  medical  research.,  jazz,  foreign  affairs  and  Nuclear  Age 
survival. 

In  October,  NBC's  13  owned  radio  and  TV  stations  joined  in  a 
nationally  significant  public  service  project,  "Science  Calling,"  to 
focus  attention  on  America's  need  for  more  trained  scientists  and  to 
encourage  this  country's  youth  to  pursue  science  careers.  Two  hundred 
hours  of  program  time  and  3>500  public  service  announcements  were 
devoted  to  "Science  Calling," 

NBC's  initial  venture  into  the  "Impact  Public  Service" 
technique  --  the  "Know  Your  Schools"  project  --  received  a  coveted 
Peabody  Special  Radio-TV  Award  in  1958  for  its  outstanding  contri¬ 
bution  to  education. 

NBC  Public  Affairs  presented  24  special  programs  during  the 
year,  including  nine  addresses  by  President  Eisenhower, 

Nearly  1,300  public  service  announcements  were  broadcast  on 
the  network  during  1958,  which,  in  terms  of  time  costs,  were  worth 
more  than  $10, 000, 000, 

"Meet  the  Press,"  beginning  its  12th  year  of  broadcasting  in 
1958,  continued  its  newsmaking  interviews  with  legislators,  business 
and  labor  leaders,  diplomats,  scientists  and  other  leading  national 
and  world  figures. 

In  the  area  of  religious  and  inspirational  programs, 

NBC-TV's  "Frontiers  of  Faith,"  which  includes  "The  Catholic  Hour"  and 
"The  Eternal  Light, "  began  its  eighth  year.  On  NBC  Radio,  the  oldest 
continuing  radio  network  program,  "The  National  Radio  Pulpit, "  began 
its  35th  year;  "The  Eternal  Light"  its  15th,  NBC  Radio  also  broad¬ 
casts  "The  Art  of  Living"  with  Dr.  Norman  Vincent  Peale,  and  "Faith  in 
Action . "  (more ) 
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NBC  won  an  International  Catholic  Film  Festival  Award  In 
1958  for  its  four-part  film  series,  "Rome  Eternal,"  produced  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  National  Council  of  Catholic  Men.  Also,  NBC  pro¬ 
duced  four  dramatic  programs  entitled  "The  Rainy  Season, "  In  coopera¬ 
tion  with  the  National  Council  of  Churches,  dealing  with  the  moral 
and  psychological  problems  of  retirement. 

In  August,  NBC's  owned  TV  station  in  New  York,  WRCA-TV, 
launched  "Aqui  Se  Habla  Ingles"  ("English  Spoken  Here"),  a  weekday 
English  language  course  for  Spanish-speaking  New  Yorkers. 

SPECIAL  PROGRAMS 

NBC  continued  its  leadership  in  the  field  of  Special 
Programming,  presenting  nearly  100  "Specials"  during  the  year.  In  the 
fall,  the  network  launched  "NBC  Kaleidoscope, "  a  special  series 
designed  to  explore  new  TV  techniques  while  ranging  the  whole 
spectrum  of  human  interests  from  an  intimate  view  backstage  at  the 
Radio  City  Music  Hall  to  a  sharp  insight  behind  the  Iron  Curtain. 

On  Oct.  17,  television  achieved  one  of  its  finest  hours  when 
NBC  presented  the  unforgettable  "Fred  Astaire  Show."  The  veteran 
entertainer,  starring  in  his  first  television  show,  was  unanimously 
acclaimed  for  his  superb  performance.  Because  of  the  public  demand, 
a  taped  repeat  of  the  program  will  be  colorcast  Wednesday,  Feb.  11 
(10-11  p.m.,  EST). 

"The  Hallmark  Hall  of  Fame, "  long  a  hallmark  of  outstanding 
entertainment,  presented  "Little  Moon  of  Alban, "  a  new  play  by  James 
Costigan,  starring  Julie  Harris  and  Christopher  Plummer,  Maurice 
Evans  recreated  his  famous  Broadway  role  in  the  "Hall  of  Fame"  pro¬ 
duction  of  "Dial  M  for  Murder."  In  the  fall,  Hallmark  won  new  acclaim 

( mo  re. ) 
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with  such  presentations  as  "Johnny  Belinda,"  "Kiss  Me,  Kate"  and  a 
Peter  Ustinov  original,  "The  Empty  Chair,"  starring  the  author. 

"Omnibus"  productions  included  the  first  TV  performance  of 
Christopher  Fry’s  "The  Lady’s  Not  for  Burning,"  the  opera  "La 
Perichole, "  and  the  Broadway  hit  "Mrs.  McThing,  "  starring  Helen  Hayes 
and  other  members  of  the  original  cast.  Leonard  Bernstein,  in  his 
seventh  visit  to  "Omnibus, "  guided  viewers  through  a  90-minute 
excursion  into  opera. 

The  NBC  Opera  Company  marked  its  tenth  season  with  its 
traditional  Christmas  colorcast  of  Gian  Carlo  Menotti’s  "Amahl  and  the 
Night  Visitors."  Earlier  in  the  year  the  company  presented  Verdi’s 
"Rigoletto"  and  Mozart’s  "Cosi  Fan  Tutte."  The  world  premiere  of 
Menotti’s  new  opera  "Maria  Golovin"  was  presented  by  the  NBC  Opera 
at  the  Brussels  International  Exposition  in  August.  The  opera  went 
on  to  a  limited  Broadway  engagement  and  a  triumph  at  Milan’s  La 
Scala. 

Science  was  served  by  the  Bell  System’s  hour-long  colorcasts 
on  weather,  the  heart,  the  human  senses  and  cosmic  rays.  Bob  Hope, 
Jerry  Lewis,  Sid  Caesar  and  Dean  Martin  each  appeared  in  "Specials"  of 
their  own.  A  widely  praised  highlight  of  the  year  was  Hope’s  filmed 
telecast  of  his  Moscow  visit,  featuring  performances  by  outstanding 
Russian  artists.  The  program,  which  created  wide  public  interest, 
will  be  repeated  Sunday,  Jan.  25  (4-5  p.m.,  EST). 

Other  "Specials"  included  14  "Shirley  Temple  Storybook" 
presentations,  the  live  telecasts  of  the  Oscar  and  Emmy  Awards 
presentations,  Benny  Goodman’s  "Swing  Into  Spring"  and  "The  Swiss 
Family  Robinson"  starring  Walter  Pidgeon  and  Laraine  Day. 

(more ) 
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Scientist  Vannevar  Bush,  architect  Walter  Gropius  and 
sculptor  Jacques  Lipchitz  were  added  to  the  distinguished  list  of  per¬ 
sonalities  on  the  "Wisdom'*  series. 

PARTICIPATING  PROGRAMS 

NBC’s  Participating  Programs  —  "Today"  starring  Dave 
Garroway  and  "The  Jack  Paar  Show"  —  enjoyed  one  of  their  most 
successful  years,  registering  average  audience  rating  increases  of 
25 %  and  45 %  respectively.  The  ever-increasing  popularity  of  both 
shows  was  reflected  in  the  increase  in  the  number  of  stations  carrying 
the  programs.  Since  its  network  TV  debut  in  July,  1957/  "The  Jack 
Paar  Show"  station  lineup  has  climbed  from  66  to  an  all-time  high  of 
119.  "Today,"  a  TV  veteran  of  seven  years,  added  12  more  stations  in 
1958  to  increase  its  total  to  139. 

"The  Jack  Paar  Show, "  hailed  as  one  of  the  outstanding  TV 
shows  of  1958  for  its  live,  informally  refreshing  quality,  increased 
its  share  of  audience  92%  over  1957. 

REGULAR  PROGRAMS 

Entertainment :  NBC’s  regular  schedule  of  comedy,  variety, 
music,  adventure  and  drama  thrived  around  such  stars  as  Steve  Allen, 
Loretta  Young,  Dale  Robertson,  Perry  Como,  George  Burns,  John  Payne, 
Dinah  Shore,  George  Gobel,  Eddie  Fisher,  Ward  Bond,  Robert  Horton, 
Groucho  Marx,  Ralph  Edwards  and  Bob  Cummings.  New  fall  programs 
brought  the  return  of  Milton  Berle  after  a  two-year  absence  from 
television  and  created  such  new  TV  favorites  as  Craig  Stevens  and  Lola 
Albright  in  "Peter  Gunn,"  Gene  Barry  in  "Bat  Masterson, "  Dean 
Fredericks  in  "Steve  Canyon"  and  George  Montgomery  in  1  Cimarron 
City."

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The  use  of  stereophonic  sound  on  the  Oct.  21  "George  Gobel 
Show  marked  the  first  nation-wide  stereo  colorcast  in  history. 

The  NBC  Television  Network's  daytime  schedule  was  high¬ 
lighted  by  two  of  the  highest-rated  programs  in  all  of  daytime  TV  -- 
"The  Price  Is  Right"  and  the  new  "Concentration." 

SALES 

For  the  11th  year  in  a  row,  national  advertisers  invested 
more  money  on  the  NBC  Television  Network  than  ever  before.  Gross  time 
sales  in  1958  exceeded  the  previous  year  by  11 %  and  more  than  doubled 
the  network's  volume  of  five  years  ago.  In  a  year  marked  by  the 
recession,  greater  competition  and  declines  in  advertising  volume  for 
some  media,  NBC's  total  sponsored  hours  approached  record  levels  by 
the  end  of  1958. 

During  the  year  several  major  revisions  were  made  in  the 
network's  sales  policies.  The  discount  structure  was  adjusted  to 
provide  greater  incentives  to  national  advertisers.  Several  weekly 
time  periods  were  reclassified  as  to  rate  bases.  Product  protection 
policies  were  revised  to  provide  greater  scheduling  flexibility  for 
the  network  and  its  advertisers. 

Sales  of  evening  programs  in  1958  continued  at  close  to 
sell-out  levels,  and  by  the  Fourth  Quarter  NBC  led  all  networks  in 
total  sponsored  evening  time. 

Daytime  sales  meanwhile  brought  record  billings  as  half  of 
the  NBC  weekday  programs  ended  the  year  completely  sold  while  the 
remainder  were  substantially  sponsored. 

(more ) 
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Sales  on  NBC's  Participating  Programs  --  "Today"  and  "The 
Jack  Paar  Show"  —  during  the  year  exceeded  1957  by  43$.  Business 
recorded  for  the  First  Quarter  of  1959  exceeds  the  comparable  1958 
period  by  more  than  50$.  In  1958,  106  advertisers,  one-fourth  of 
whom  were  using  network  television  for  the  first  time,  sponsored  the 
programs . 

Sports  and  "Special"  programs  attained  their  greatest 
acceptance  among  advertisers  on  NBC  during  1958.  With  an  expanded 
sports  lineup,  NBC  doubled  the  number  of  its  sports  events  sponsors 
compared  to  1957*  and  recorded  an  all-time  high  of  $14,500,000  in 
sales.  "Special"  programs  drew  27  advertisers,  who  spent  more  than 
$20,000,000,  a  gain  of  25$  in  that  category. 

NBC  advertisers  bought  longer  station  lineups  in  1958  than 
in  any  previous  year.  The  average  sponsored  evening  program  on  the 
network  was  carried  on  137  stations  as  of  the  Fourth  Quarter  compared 
to  131  stations  in  the  same  period  a  year  before.  Even  greater 
improvements  were  registered  in  daytime  station  lineups. 

The  NBC  Television  Network  once  again  led  all  networks  in 
number  of  advertisers  during  1958.  A  total  of  205  different  companies 
--  ranging  from  23  of  the  nation's  top  25  advertisers  to  several 
clients  not  ranked  among  the  top  1,  000  advertisers  —  sponsored 
programs  on  NBC,  approximately  50$  more  than  on  the  next  network. 
Moreover,  advertisers  in  several  of  the  largest  industries  —  auto¬ 
motive,  appliance,  drug  --  bought  more  time  on  NBC  than  on  any  other 
network  in  1958. 

Among  those  using  NBC  Television  for  the  first  time  were  Van 

Raalte,  Sunshine  Biscuit,  Volkswagen,  Drexel,  Keystone,  Hamm,  General 

Petroleum  and  Burlington  Industries.  On  the  other  hand,  Gillette  and 

Kraft  completed  12  consecutive  years  on  NBC  Television  in  1958.

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RADIO  NETWORK 

While  other  major  radio  networks  announced  drastic  program 
cutbacks  during  1958*  NBC  reaffirmed  its  faith  in  the  medium,  pre¬ 
senting  ever  more  effective  new  services. 

Creative,  distinctive  approaches  to  programming  and  selling 
were  key  factors  in  NBC’s  leadership  in  the  industry.  The  network 
continued  the  successful  development  of  its  "Star  Dust"  policy,  adding 
Marlene  Dietrich  and  Bob  Hope,  among  others,  to  its  roster  of  famous 
personalities.  At  year’s  end  plans  were  announced  for  the  documentary 
"Image  Series." 

The  first  major  multi-city  transmission  of  stereophonic 
sound  in  radio  was  demonstrated  by  NBC  when  it  presented  stereophonic 
broadcasts  of  "The  Telephone  Hour"  on  June  30  and  "Bert  Parks’ 
Bandstand"  on  July  1. 

By  December,  NBC  Radio  accounted  for  46.6$  of  the  total 
sponsored  time  of  the  three  major  radio  networks.  Net  billings  were 
17$  higher  than  1957*  despite  the  adverse  effects  of  the  recession  on 
other  media.  A  total  of  133  advertisers  used  NBC  Radio  during  1958. 

A  steady,  upward  trend  in  overall  station  clearances  enabled  NBC  to 
raise  its  clearance  guarantee  to  advertisers  from  75$  to  85$. 

NBC  Radio  introduced  two  new  advertising  concepts:  l) 

Memory  Vision  --  to  help  advertisers  make  more  effective  use  of  sound; 
2)  Engineered  Circulation  —  a  method  of  timing  radio  saturation 
advertising  during  the  periods  of  greatest  potential  product  purchase 
and  use.  With  the  cooperation  of  its  affiliates,  NBC  developed  the 
National-Local  Plan,  whereby  the  national  advertisers ‘  campaigns  were 
joined  with  similar  local  campaigns  by  their  retailers  and 
distributors. 

(more) 
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OWNED  STATIONS  AND  SPOT  SALES 

In  1958,  the  NBC  Owned  Stations  enjoyed  the  most  successful 
year  in  their  history,  increasing  both  revenue  and  profits. 

The  new  Washington  plant  of  Stations  WRC  and  WRC-TV  was 
dedicated  on  May  22  by  President  Eisenhower.  It  marked  the  first 
appearance  of  a  President  of  the  United  States  on  live  color  tele¬ 
vision  from  the  capital. 

In  1958,  national  advertisers  placed  more  dollars  on  the 
stations  represented  by  NBC  Spot  Sales  than  ever  before.  Spot  TV 
registered  the  highest  billings  level  in  its  history.  Early  in  the 
year  NBC  Spot  Sales  initiated  the  Timebuyer  Opinion  Panel  to  serve  as 
a  medium  of  expression  for  large  and  small  agency  buyers  and  to 
reflect  the  changing  nature  of  the  timebuying  function. 

OTHER  DEPARTMENTS 

STATION  RELATIONS 

In  1958,  the  10th  anniversary  of  the  NBC  Television  Network, 
NBC's  206  affiliated  stations  reached  more  than  99$  of  U.  S.  tele¬ 
vision  homes.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  158  NBC  affiliates  were  able  to 
transmit  network-originated  color  programs,  placing  color  within  reach 
of  97$  of  all  television  homes.  More  than  one-third  of  these  stations 
were  equipped  to  originate  some  form  of  color  locally. 

On  Nov.  15,  the  NBC  Radio  Network  began  its  33rd  year.  Two 
hundred  stations  in  the  continental  U,  S.  and  10  in  U.  S,  territories 
and  possessions  are  affiliated  with  the  Radio  Network. 

NBC  INTERNATIONAL 

NBC  continued  to  expand  its  activities  abroad  through  its 

international  subsidiary,  NBC  International,  Ltd.  By  the  end  of  1958, 

NBC  International  had  provided  management  assistance  to  television

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stations  in  England,  Mexico,  Portugal,  Peru,  Saudi-Arabia,  Germany, 
Sweden  and  Yugoslavia,  NBC  programs  were  broadcast  in  more  than  30 
countries  throughout  the  world,  "The  Perry  Como  Show”  alone  is  now 
seen  almost  simultaneously  in  16  countries, 

PERSONNEL 

NBC»s  Advanced  Management  Program  --  the  most  ambitious 
single  management  development  project  in  the  broadcasting  industry 
was  completed  with  great  success  in  1958.  Over  a  period  of  a  month, 
some  150  management  personnel  below  the  level  of  vice  president 
attended  a  week-long  course  in  Princeton,  N.  J.  The  purpose  of  the 
program  was  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  these  employees  to  study  the 
major  problems  confronting  NBC  and  to  develop  an  awareness  and 
appreciation  for  each  other's  responsibilities. 

NBC-New  York  received  the  National  Safety  Council's  highest 
award,  the  "Award  of  Honor,"  for  achieving  a  3,900,000  man-hour 
record  without  disabling  injury. 

During  the  year,  the  benefits  under  NBC's  Basic  Hospital- 
Surgical  Insurance  Program  were  increased.  The  Health  Office  main¬ 
tained  its  high  standard  of  care  and  service  and  completed  its  Salk 
vaccination  and  Asiatic  flu  vaccination  program  for  employees. 

ENGINEERING  AND  FACILITIES  ADMINISTRATION 

NBC  launched  the  era  of  videotape  television  —  both  in 
color  and  black-and-white  --  with  the  start  of  Daylight  Saving  Time  in 
April,  1958.  This  major  development  in  network  television  marked  the 
beginning  of  month-in,  month-out  program  schedule  regularity  across 
the  country.

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This  more  economical,  more  flexible,  more  qualitative 
service  was  made  possible  through  the  facilities  of  NBC*s  new 
$1,50Q  COO  Tape  Central  in  Burbank,  Calif.,  which  handles  delayed 
broadcasts,  the  pre-recording  of  programs,  and  the  recording  of  live 
segments  and  commercials  for  subsequent  program  inserts.  Also  during 
1958*  NBC  set  up  a  New  York  Tape  Central  in  the  RCA  Building. 

NBC  continued  the  expansion  of  its  color  TV  production 
facilities  with  the  modification  of  one  of  the  Burbank  black-and-white 
studios  for  color  use. 

In  cooperation  with  RCA,  experimental  work  has  begun  with 
multiplexed  stereophonic  transmission  over  WRCA-FM.  This  system 
permits  a  station  to  broadcast  the  two  stereo  channels  in  its  normally 
assigned  frequency  band. 

SERVICE  DEPARTMENTS 

NBC  Planning  and  Research,  in  a  major  study  for  the  auto¬ 
motive  industry,  highlighted  the  impact  of  television  in  informing 
people  about  cars,  stimulating  showroom  traffic  and  pre-selling  cars. 
The  study  also  pioneered  in  exploring  the  psychological  and  personality 
factors  related  to  the  purchase  of  a  car. 

Ihe  Third  Nielsen  Coverage  Study,  a  major  nation-wide 
county- by-county  measure  of  TV  viewing,  was  released  in  mid-summer  of 
1958.  With  coverage  significantly  defined  as  a  network’s  ability  to 
win  viewers  in  at  least  5 0$  of  the  TV  homes  in  each  county  on  an 
average  night,  NBC  covered  nearly  98$,  or  41,600,000  U.  S.  TV  homes  -- 
nearly  952,000  more  homes  than  the  second  network  and  almost  7,000,000 
more  than  the  third  network. 
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NBC  and  BBD&O  released  the  first  formal  report  from  Color 
Town,  U.  S.  A.  --a  continuing  study  of  the  growth  and  impact  of  color 
TV  in  a  typical  medium-sized  city.  The  joint  study  showed  that  color 
set  owners  are  important  sources  of  influence  and  represent  a  quality 
market . 

Corporate  Planning's  management  advisory  services  during  the 
year  included  analyses  of  network  radio  and  TV  sponsored  time  trends, 
rates  and  discounts. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  NBC  Press  Department  was  voted 
the  "best  network  publicity  service"  by  the  nation's  television  and 
radio  editors  participating  in  the  Tenth  Annual  Television  Poll  con¬ 
ducted  by  Motion  Picture  Daily  for  Fame  Magazine.  A  highlight  of  the 
Press  Department's  activity  was  a  press  tour  in  October  that  brought 
73  TV-radio  editors  to  New  York  for  a  first-hand  glimpse  of  NBC's 
operations.  Television  Digest  termed  the  trip  an  "extraordinarily 
successful  promotional  coup." 

During  1958,  NBC's  Exploitation  Department  developed  on-the- 
air  promotion  campaigns  for  35  network  productions  and  arranged  more 
than  30  regional  and  local  contests  on  behalf  of  network  programs. 

In  addition.  Exploitation  conducted  a  full-scale  campaign 
for  the  new  fall  shows,  and  a  special  $25,500  daytime  program  pro¬ 
motion  contest  among  80  NBC-TV  affiliated  stations,  the  largest 
audience  promotion  contest  in  NBC  history. 

A  new  method  of  providing  contiguous  viewership  was  intro¬ 
duced  with  NBC  stars  promoting  their  own  upcoming  shows  at  the  end  of 
the  preceding  programs.

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NBC’s  Advertising  and  Promotion  Department  recorded  its  most 
productive  year  in  the  areas  of  radio  and  TV  affiliate  support,  air 
promotion,  and  newspaper  and  magazine  advertising.  The  department’s 
major  annual  activity  during  the  year  was  an  extensive  advertising 
and  promotion  campaign  for  the  radio  and  TV  networks'  fall  programs. 

NBC’s  Continuity  Acceptance  Department,  in  recognition  of 
the  various  elements  of  audience  composition,  exercised  its  editorial 
responsibility  in  maintaining  the  networks'  high  broadcast  standards. 

The  Information  Department  handled  nearly  170,000  audience 
communications  during  1958*  and  the  Speakers  Bureau  booked  98  speaking 
engagements . 

Guest  Relations  printed  and  distributed  2,680,000  tickets 
for  NBC  radio  and  television  programs  in  New  York.  The  NBC  Studios 
in  Radio  City,  long  one  of  Manhattan's  leading  tourist  attractions, 
drew  half  a  million  visitors  during  1958.

'Continental  Classroom'  Is  Chosen  as  Best  Public  Service  Program 
Of  Year;  NBC  News  Is  Honored  for  Coverage  of  'Explorer' 
Satellite;  'Little  Moon  of  Alban'  Gets  4  Awards 


The  National  Broadcasting  Company  won  an  impressive  majority 
of  the  1958  Sylvania  Television  Awards  last  night  (Jan.  22),  taking 
13  out  of  20  presented  to  all  networks. 

NBC's  "Continental  Classroom,"  the  college-level  television 
course  on  Atomic  Age  Physics,  was  selected  by  the  awards  committee  as 
the  best  public  service  series  of  the  year.  "Never, "  said  the  cita¬ 
tion,  "has  so  much  money  been  invested  in  a  series  of  higher 
education. " 

NBC  News  won  an  award  for  the  best  news  and  special  events 
program  --  its  coverage  of  the  Explorer  satellite.  The  judges 
praised  "the  initiative  shown  by  NBC  in  breaking  into  its  regularly 
scheduled  program  to  bring  us  the  on-the-spot  telecast  of  the  launch¬ 
ing  of  the  Explorer. " 

The  NBC -TV  production  of  "Little  Moon  of  Alban"  on  "The 
Hallmark  Hall  of  Fame"  won  four  awards,  including  those  for  the  year's 
best  telecast  and  best  dramatic  program.  Its  star,  Julie  Harris, 

(more ) 
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received  the  award  for  the  best  performance  by  an  actress  in  a  star¬ 
ring  role.  Author  James  Costigan  was  voted  the  award  for  the  year's 
best  original  teleplay. 

Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  NBC,  who 
accepted  the  award  for  "Continental  Classroom, "  pointed  out  that  the 
series  was  an  attempt,  "on  a  massive  scale  in  a  relatively  short 
time,"  to  help  "overcome  this  country's  critical  shortage  of  qualified 
physics  teachers." 

"On  these  terms,  it  is  an  experiment  that  only  television, 
and  only  network  television,  could  attempt,"  Mr.  Sarnoff  said.  "It 
is  still  too  soon  to  tell  to  what  extent  we  may  succeed.  But  we  are 
encouraged  by  the  fact  that  5*000  teachers  and  students  have  enrolled 
in  the  course  for  credit  at  250  colleges  and  universities,  and  some 
300,000  viewers  are  looking  in  regularly. 

"Another  form  of  encouragement  in  carrying  this  program 
forward  is  the  high  recognition  we  have  received  tonight.  It  will 
stimulate  us,  and  I  am  sure  others,  to  continue  seeking  new  ways  of 
using  network  television  in  the  nation's  interest."

The  award  winners,  honored  for  "distinguished  achievement 
in  creative  television  techniques,"  were  selected  by  31  television 
critics  who  ballotted  quarterly  during  the  year,  and  by  a  committee 
of  judges,  headed  by  Deems  Taylor,  who  made  the  final  selections. 

The  awards  were  presented  by  Don  G.  Mitchell,  chairman  of 
Sylvania  Electric  Products,  Inc,,  at  a  dinner  in  the  Plaza  Hotel  in 
New  York.  Orson  Bean  was  master  of  ceremonies. 

In  honoring  "Continental  Classroom"  as  best  public  service 
series,  the  committee  of  judges  said:  "Actually,  this  program  is  not 
directed  at  you  and  me  but  at  teachers,  and  one  of  the  most  outstand¬ 
ing  public  services  that  can  be  done  today  is  to  help  our  teachers 

(more ) 
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become  better  teachers.  This  series  is  a  major  operation.  Never  has 
so  much  money  been  invested  in  a  series  of  higher  education  --  money 
contributed  by  major  American  industry  as  well  as  by  the  network. " 

The  awards  committee  singled  out  NBC  News  for  making  use  of 
television’s  "ability  to  take  the  public  right  to  the  spot  where 
things  are  happening  at  the  time  they  are  happening. "  The  committee 
said:  "Too  often  this  is  not  done  and  what  we  get  is  a  warmed-over 

description  of  the  event.  The  committee  of  judges  believes  that  the 
initiative  shown  by  NBC  in  breaking  into  its  regularly  scheduled 
program  to  bring  us  the  on-the-spot  telecast  of  the  launching  of  the 
Explorer  is  the  type  of  news  and  special  events  coverage  we  should  see 
more  of. "  The  award  was  accepted  by  William  R.  Me  Andrew,  NBC  Vice 
President,  News. 

In  selecting  "Little  Moon  of  Alban"  as  best  telecast  of  the 
year,  the  judges  said:  "Somehow  it’s  gotten  to  be  the  smart  thing 
to  knock  television.  Some  people  tell  you  television  is  so  bad  they 
never  look  at  it,  and  then  describe  in  detail  what  they  have  seen. 

What  they  really  mean  is  that  they  don't  bother  to  be  selective  about 
their  viewing.  There  are  many  great  programs  on  television.  No  one 
realizes  that  fact  more  than  these  judges  who  spent  three  days  looking 
at  program  after  program.  When  it  came  to  the  decision  of  the  very 
best  telecast  of  the  year  1958,  the  final  vote  went  to  the  Hallmark 
production  of  ’Little  Moon  of  Alban’."  The  award  was  accepted  by 
Joyce  Hall,  president  of  Hallmark  Cards. 

The  judges  described  "Little  Moon  of  Alban"  as  "head  and 
shoulders  above"  all  other  dramatic  programs  of  the  year.  "There  were 
fourteen  nominations  for  the  outstanding  dramatic  program, "  they  said.

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"That  means  that  we  had  an  average  of  over  one  real  good  play  a  month. 
Broadway  doesn’t  produce  anywhere  near  that  number  of  plays  worthy  to 
be  nominated  for  an  award. "  George  Schaeffer,  producer-director  of 
"Little  Moon  of  Alban, "  accepted  the  award. 

Julie  Harris  was  described  by  the  judges  as  "wonderful"  in 
the  starring  role  in  "Little  Moon  of  Alban"  which  won  her  the  award 
for  the  best  performance  by  an  actress  in  a  starring  role.  "The 
winner  of  this  one  was  acclaimed  by  all  the  judges  as  she  was  by  the 
whole  nation, "  the  citation  said.  Mildred  Freed  Alberg,  executive 
producer  of  "The  Hallmark  Hall  of  Fame, "  accepted  the  award  for  Miss 
Harris,  who  was  on  tour. 

"Television  can  be  proud  of  its  writers,"  the  judges  said 
in  presenting  to  James  Costigan  the  award  for  the  best  original  tele- 
play.  "There  was  one  play  during  1958  which  stood  head  and  shoulders 
above  all  others.  It  was  a  beautiful  one.  They  say  people  don’t  like 
poetry;  they  say  people  don't  like  tragedy.  Well,  here  was  a  poetical 
tragedy  that  was  acclaimed  by  both  the  critics  and  the  public." 

Bob  Hope's  Moscow  show  was  commended  for  its  point  of  view 
as  well  as  its  singing,  music,  dancing  and  comedy.  "A  variety  program 
does  not  have  to  act  as  if  there  were  nothing  important  going  on  in 
the  world,"  the  citation  said.  "It  was  refreshing  to  see  one  variety 
program  which  had  a  point  of  view. "  The  award  was  accepted  for  the 
star  by  his  son,  Tony  Hope. 

"The  Chevy  Show"  starring  Sid  Caesar  won  the  Sylvania  Award 
as  best  comedy  program  of  the  year  "because  it  wasn't  afraid  to 
criticize  as  it  provoked  laughter"  and  "because  it  showed  that  satire 
doesn't  have  to  be  dull."  "In  addition  to  being  very  funny,"  the 
judges  added,  "it  had  something  to  say. "  The  award  was  accepted  by

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An  Evening  with  Fred  Astaire”  was  described  as  ”a  program 
of  sheer  enjoyment”  and  "a  perfect  combination  of  music  and  dance." 

The  citation  said:  It  featured  two  performers,  one  Just  the  greatest

FOR  COLORCAST  OF  1 AN  EVENING  WITH  FRED  ASTAIRE* 

When  Fred  Astaire  does  a  TV  "special,"  it*s  special  right 
down  to  the  last  detail  --  and  especially  in  the  matter  of  costumes. 

Most  top  full-hour  shows  usually  budget  about  $2,500  for 
wardrobe  and  costumes.  This  was  not  so  with  the  Astaire  show,  which 
spent  $10,000  alone  on  costumes,  according  to  Ray  Aghayan,  in  charge 
of  wardrobe  and  costume  design.  The  award-winning  NBC-TV  Network 
colorcast,  "An  Evening  with  Fred  Astaire, "  will  be  repeated  on  the 
network  Wednesday,  Feb.  11  (color  video  tape,  10-11  p.m.,  EST). 

"We  could  really  be  experimental  with  this  show  because  we 
had  so  much  time  to  prepare,  unlike  many  others.  That’s  why  we  tried 
a  few  unusual  things,  such  as  all-white  costumes  for  the  opening  and 
closing  numbers,  and  eight  different  matching  outfits  for  each  pair 
of  dancers  in  the  ‘Old  MacDonald*  number,  but  using  a  pink  and  red 
theme  for  each  outfit, "  said  Aghayan. 

Miss  Barrie  Chase  was  dressed  entirely  in  black  in  all 

three  numbers  she  danced  with  Astaire. 

"Her  outfits  may  look  deceptively  simple,  but  they  took  a 
lot  of  time,  money  and  ingenuity, "  Aghayan  said.  "The  one  she  wears 
in  ’Change  Partners*  required  100  yards  of  material  and  cost  ,p800. 

Her  *  St .  James  Infirmary*  outfit  is  one  piece  from  head  to  foot  and

Aghayan  explained  that  another  reason  for  the  show*s  consid¬ 
erable  costume  cost  was  the  fact  that  each  of  the  16  dancers,  as  well 
as  Miss  Chase,  was  dressed  as  individual  stars.

Huntley  will 
explain  the  rigid  state  segregation  laws  imposed  on  progressive 
Atlanta  by  a  rural  minority  which,  under  Georgia* s  county  unit  voting 
system,  controls  the  state  government.  The  laws  demand  that  Atlanta 
close  every  one  of  its  133  public  schools  in  which  more  than  100,000 
children  are  currently  enrolled  if  a  single  Negro  is  admitted  to  one 
segregated  white  school. 

Suddenly  confronted  with  the  imminence  of  a  catastrophe 

which  would  close  every  public  school,  Atlanta  parents  and  school 

children  gathered  in  sober,  stunned  groups  to  debate  the  hard  choice 

between  the  preservation  of  established  social  customs  or  the 

maintenance  of  free  public  education,

Widely  Acclaimed  'March  of  Medicine*  Colorcast  Shows  Inspiring 

Work  of  American  Doctors  in  Far  Corners  of  World 

One  of  television's  most  acclaimed  documentaries,  "MD 
International,"  the  inspiring  story  of  the  work' of  American  doctors 
who  serve  in  the  far  corners  of  the  world,  will  be  repeated  on  the 
NBC-TV  Network,  Sunday,  Feb.  22  (5-6  p.m.,  EST),  in  color  and  in 
black  and  white. 

When  it  was  originally  presented  by  the  American  Medical 
Association  and  Smith  Kline  &  French  Laboratories,  "MD  International" 
received  unprecedented  praise  from  TV  critics,  the  viewing  public, 
and  members  of  the  medical  profession.  A  re-run  of  this  "March  of 
Medicine"  program  has  been  almost  inevitable  from  the  moment  the 
program  went  off  the  air.

Nepal,  the  exotic  little  mountain  kingdom  between 
India  and  Tibet,  where  two  American  doctors  practice  Western 
medicine  at  its  finest  --  Dr.  Bethel  Fleming,  who  has

Priedericks,  who  serves  a  village  so  remote  that  it  has 
never  known  the  wheel. 

Ethiopia,  where  a  U.  S.  Point  Four  mission  has 
earned  praise  directly  from  Emperor  Haile  Selassie. 

India,  where  "March  of  Medicine"  visited  Vellore's 
famed  Christian  Medical  College.  Here  Dr.  Victor  Rambo 
travels  from  village  to  village  performing  cataract  opera¬ 
tions.  And  here,  too,  a  Boston  surgeon.  Dr.  Reeve  H.  Betts, 
performs  a  Blalock-Taussig  "blue -baby"  operation  on  an  Indian 
child. 

Two  members  of  the  "MD  International"  crew  --  scriptwrite 
Lou  Hazam  and  producer-director  David  Lowe  --  have  received 
Christopher  Awards  for  their  parts  in  filming  the  documentary.  "MD 
International"  was  chosen  by  the  U,  S.  State  Department  to  be  shown 
at  the  Brussels  World's  Fair.  "March  of  Medicine"  was  the  first  TV 
series  to  receive  the  Albert  Lasker  Award  for  medical  journalism.

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"IMMEDIACY"  OF  BROADCAST  JOURNALISM  IN  "WORLD  OF  FAST- BREAKING 
DEVELOPMENTS"  IS  STRESSED  BY  NBC»S  MATTHEW  J.  CULLIGAN 
IN  TALK  BEFORE  GEORGIA  RADIO- TV  INSTITUTE 

Athens,  Ga.,  Jan.  28  --  Broadcast  journalism  is  the  same 
search  for  truth  as  print  journalism  but  it  has  one  vital  distinction 
--  immediacy  --  Matthew  J ,  Culligan,  Executive  Vice  President  in 
charge  of  the  NBC  Radio  Network,  said  today  in  a  talk  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Georgia. 

Mr.  Culligan  spoke  at  the  Annual  Radio-TV  Institute  of  the 
Georgia  Association  of  Broadcasters.  His  audience  included  faculty 
and  students  of  the  university *s  Henry  W.  Grady  School  of  Journalism 
and  honor  students  of  high  schools  in  that  area,  as  well  as  Georgia 
broadcasters . 

Any  definition  of  journalism  must  take  into  account  its 
"three  faces, "  he  said. 

"Fundamentally,  I  believe,  journalism  is  the  quest  for 
truth  and  as  such  is  quickened  by  the  same  ideal  that  motivates 
fundamental  research  in  the  physical  world  and  philosophy  in  the 
world  of  the  spirit, "  he  said.  "Only  hard  objective  truth  in  each  of 
these  fields  will  do.  The  reporter,  for  example,  who  fabricates  a 
story,  misuses  information  or  distorts  facts  is  not  a  journalist  at 
all  --  he‘s  either  an  incompetent  or  a  propagandist."

Once  the  journalist  has  ascertained  the  truth,  Mr.  Culligan 
said,  it  is  his  responsibility  to  tell  it  as  well  and  convincingly 
as  he  can.  He  said  the  “third  face"  of  the  definition  of  journalism 
is  the  means  by  which  the  journalist  communicates  his  truth  to  the 
world  —  the  area  of  news  dissemination. 

Broadcast  journalism  has  grown  immensely  in  its  brief 
history,  he  said.  As  the  chief  factors  in  its  growth,  he  cited  “the 
tremendous  acceleration  in  living  that  has  occurred  in  the  20th 
Century11  and  "the  astonishingly  rapid  changes  taking  place  in  every 
field  of  human  endeavor." 

"Often  the  printed  page  cannot  keep  up  with  the  swiftness  of 
these  changes,  cannot  reach  the  areas  where  they  are  happening,  cannot 
get  the  information  back  to  us  fast  enough  for  us  to  act  upon  it,"  he 
said.  “But  broadcast  journalism  can  and  does. 

"Broadcast  journalism  is  still  the  same  search  for  truth, 
the  same  effort  to  express  that  truth  well  and  convincingly  as  print 
journalism,  but  it  has  one  distinct  advantage  —  immediacy.  In  a 
world  of  fast-breaking  developments,  of  critical  power  conflicts 
between  nations,  of  catastrophes  that  often  affect  us  personally,  no 
matter  how  far  away,  it  is  necessary  to  know  not  only  what  is  happen¬ 
ing  but  to  know  as  soon  as  possible.  In  this  area  of  speed  of  com¬ 
munication,  broadcast  journalism  excels,  and  it  is  this  factor, 
together  with  the  drama  of  on-the-scene  reporting,  ’live*  descriptions 
and  voice  contact  with  the  reporter,  that  has  fed  the  fantastic  growth 
of  broadcast  journalism."
